A Dastardly 
Outrage. 


Atelephone message toCoroner Hub- 


erty yesterday morning from the Fre- 
mont mine, 
near Amador City, an- 


nounced 
the accidental killing of a 


miner. Mr. Huberty 'immediately set 
out for the scene, and 'upon arrival 
found instead of one two.miners dead. 
He immediately empanelled a jury, the 
verdict of which was purely accidental 
killing. 
According to the testimony 


brought out at the inquest, Joe Bowden 
and W. L.Stephenson, 
working part- 
ners, had loaded a set of holes ina drift 
at the 1200 level Wednesday 
evening 


before leaving tbe mine, two or three 
of which, as they counted 
them going 


off, missed. 
During the night the car 


men took out most of the broken rock 
the 
fired shots made, and the next 


morning the victims returned to the 
place. 
Never for a moment thinking 


of the awful fate which awaited him, 
Bowden secured a pick and was scratch- 
ingaround the loose rock left, prob- 
ably in hopes of finding tbe missed 
boles, when, without a moment's warn- 
ing, he 
aad his partner 
were blown 
into eternity. 
When 
found, Bowden 


was near the scene 
of tbe explosion, 


blown into an almost unrecognizable 
mass, while Stephenson 
was about 
50 
feet distant, >one side of his body liter- 
ally torn to pieces, but still alive and 
conscious. 
He was taken to the top at 
once, but expired in about 20 minutes. 
Mr.Bowden was about 20 years old, 
was born at Grass 
Valley, where his 
familynow resides, and where the re- 
mains willbe taken forinterment. Mr. 
Stephenson, itis presumed, 
was from 
Michigan, as he leaves a wife who lives 
at Hancock, inthat state. 
He was a 


member 
of the Sons of St. 
George, 


under tbe auspices of which he will be 
buried inSutter Creek.
